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1 . This action is in response to the reconsideration filed on 8/10/05. 

2. Claims 1 , 3-6 have been rejected. 

Response to the Arguments 

3. Applicant's argument filed on 8/10/05 has been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In remarks, the applicant argues in substance: 

(1) Goss and Levy fail to teach or suggest, "a front end configured to receive a 
specification file and a grammar file corresponding to a language of the 
specification file". 
Response: 

(1 ) Goss (US 4,667, 290) teaches that the front end receive a specification file (col 2, 
lines 42-44), where " front end passes convert source code" indicates that front end 
receives the source code, and source code is the specification file. Goss also teaches a 
" parser" which acts as a " grammar file" (col 2, lines 43-46, col 3, lines 25-30, col 4 
lines 3-32, col 5, lines 33-44, col 6, lines 40-50). Goss does not specifically teach that 
the " parser" that acts as a " grammar file" is received by the front end. However, 
Levy (US 5,812,851) teaches that the front end receives the " parser" (Levy, col 1 
lines 24-26) and front end provides the " abstract syntax tree" (col 3 lines 33-35, " the 
front end 201 provides the abstract syntax tree to a generic backend 203" ), it indicates 
that the 11 front end" inherently receives a " grammar file" because without receiving 
the " grammar file" the " syntax tree" cannot be generated. Thus the front end 
receives the " source code" ( col 2 lines 2-6) and the " grammar file" . The 
modification would be obvious because one of the ordinary skill in the art would be 
motivated to generate a abstract syntax tree to provided a definition of a data type, or 
other useful information of the source code.
